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PRESERVING THE 
RECORDS OF PAS 


Dr. James Hanney of the Dominion 
Archivist’s Department Spend- 
ing Few Days in Edmonton 


Edmonton has been favored this 
week by visits from three literary peo- 
ple of continental reputation—KErnest 
Thompson-Seton, the eminent animal 
Writer and naturalistg Miss E. Pauline 
Johnson, the well ‘Known Canadian 
Indian poetess and elecutionist, and 
Dr. James Hanney. D.C.L., F.R.S.C., 
of Fredericton, N.B., a distinguished 
historian and writer of Eastern 
Oanada whose ame ‘is not only 
well known in Canada and the Uni- 
ted States, but in Great Britain as 
well, 

Dr. Hanney, as he says hinself, is 
At es! the only man in Canada who 
olds office under two governments. 
He is in charge of the reporting staff 
of the legislature of New Brunswick. 
and ‘is also assistant achivist of the 
Dominign. It is in connection with 
the archives department that he is 
now making a tour of Western 
Canada, The object of his trip is to 
collect, or at least to ascertain, the 
whereabouts of material which will be 
useful to the historian of the future. 

Began Work in 1905. 

“LT was first employed +to do the 
Maritime Porvinces,”’ said Dr. Han- 
néy to a Bulletin representative last 
evening, ‘ “T commenced on July Ist, 
1905, and closed this werk about 
August, 1907. Since then I have been 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. At Winnipeg quite a lot of 
information has been collected by the 
provincial librarian, J. P. Robertson, 
with reference to the early history of 
the province, At Regina and Ed- 
monton, as you can understand, there 
are not many historical documents 
except those relating to the Hudson’s 
Bay Company.” 

The Chief Archivist. 

“Dr. Doughty, of the archives de- 
partment,’ said the doctor, is a most 
admirable man for his position and 
is conducting the archives department 
with great ability. His aim is to get 
up a sort of directory of historical 
material in Canada, so that the stu- 
dent of Canadian history will know 
where to look for the sources of his- 
tory. There has been a great deal of 
neglect of these original documents 
which ate 60 valuable for histurical 
purposes, In the Maritime  Pro- 
vinees, the only province that has at- 
tempted to form an archives depart- 
ment is Nova Scotia, Here a_ great 
deal has been dome through the efforts 
of the date Mr. Aikins and others and 
they have a monumental work, 606 
or 800 manuscript volumes of des- 
patches and documents throwing light 
on the early history of the country, 
things of the most vital importance, 

Manitoba Archives. 

“For two years I have been engag- 
ed in locating the documents of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island: I came back from 
the island the other day, and now I 
am trying to do the same work for 
Manitoba and the Northwest. There 
is a difficulty here because the pro- 
vinees are very new. The legislative 
history of Manitoba only goes back 
to 1873, and the government has not 
menuy documents in its possession, 
only what have been picked up_ by 
the librarian. But there are other 
sources of history that might be avail- 
able in Manitoba and the northwest. 
We are trying to interest the members 
of the legislatures. The fact is that 
every province should have its own 
department of archives. Ontario 
has one now, and it seems to be doing 
good work. 

Will Welcome Information. 

“T shall welcome anything that will 
throw light on the history of the west, 
whether oral or documentary, and I 
hope to get into touch with those who 
have historical material. The trouble 
is to get hold of private collections 
or single documents, not because peo- 
ple are unwilling. but because it does 
not occur to them that they are of any 
value. Even old aecount books 
sometimes throw light on the mode 
of life in periods that have passed. 
For example, in Prinee Edward | Is- 
land the land was granted 240 years 
ago to a number of proprietors in 
England and a fight went on for more 
than a century between the tenants 
and the landlords. In looking over 
the accounts of the French tenants I 
observed that they did not buy any- 
thing but rum and salt, a great pre- 
ponderance of rum Everything 
e'se that they consumed was raised on 
their own land. From old accounts 
we can learn a great deal about 
wages and conditions of labor. 

“T shall be glad to hear from any 
one who can contribute any informa- 
tion with regard to the past Even 
fdets connected with such events as 
the Retl rebellion will pass into ob- 
livion unless they are rescued short- 
ly.” 


Dr. Hanney's Career. 

Dr. Hannay is well equipped for the 
work he has in hand He is a his- 
torian of distinction, and as a journal- 
ist he has a brilliant career, which 
began in 1862 He was admitted an} 
attorney in 1866, and was called to 
the bar in 1867 He was for twenty 
six years connected with the Bt 
John Telegraph, New Brunswick, of 
which paper he was editor from 1892) 
to 1900 He early became known) 
by the non de plume of ‘Saladin’ ae 
a writer of Acadian historical ballads, | 
and after writing a series of historic 
sketches on the forts of New 
wick he produced more serious history | 


of Acadia,’ published in 1879 in Bt. 


John and London, England, whieh 
was received with much commenda- 
tion; “The History of the Queen's 


Rangers,” “The History of the Loyal- 
ists,” “History of the War of 1812,” 
and the lives of Hon. L. A. Wilmot 
and L. Tilley in Morang’s ‘‘Makers of 
Canada” series, besides other works 
In 1883 he became editor of the Mont- 
real Herald, and was also for a time 
editorial writer on the Brooklyn Eagle. 
Returning to St. John he edited the 
St. John Evening Gazette for a time 
and then resumed the editorial con- 
trol of the St. John Telegraph. 

Dr. Hannay was official reporter of 
the legislature of New Brunswick for 
a number of years, and he considers 
that every legislative assembly should 
have an official report of its proceed- 
ings with reports of the speeches de- 
livered in the House. Much valuable 
information would thus be preserved 
for the future historian, The Han- 
sard of New Brunswick forms a re- 
cord for twenty-five years. 

Dr. Hanney expects to leave Thurs- 
day for the coast, where he will spend 
some weeks, returning to his home in 
Fredericton for the Christmas — holi- 
days.

By Overwhelmiag Majority in Favor

Quebec, Nov. 4—After a hard-fought 
battle the political campaign in Belle- 
chasse ended in a defeat for Bourassa, 
Hon, Adelard Turgeon, formerly min- 
ister of labor and forests, being re- 
turned by a majority quite overwhelm- 
ing.» The size of the majority came 
as a surprise to those who looked for 
a closer vote though the Liberals had 
been claiming that it would not be 
under five hundred The majority 
will be in the neighborhood of 800, the 
best obtainable figures tonight being 
772 to 783. 

Mr, Bourassa returned from the 
country tonight, “{f have nothing to 
say,” he remarked in answer to a 
question as to his opinion on the re- 
sult of the election. In conversation 
with friends Mr. Bourassa is reported 
to have said that he had no intention 
of re-entering private life, and if he 
was wanted he would be again ready 
for the fray. 

Hon, Mr. Turgeon, who re mained at 
St. Charles, was reached by telephone 
tonight, “i was fully confident last 
week,” he said, “that I would be el- 
ected by a majority of at least 500, 
but T never had any idea it would be 
so high as that which I have received 
I am greatly pleased at the confidence 
whieh the electors of the country have 
placed in me,” .

They will show, but it 
will show only that by relaxing her 
vigilance on the northwestern frontier 
England jis opening the way for her 
enemy of a century, and that the suc- 
cess of the latter will lead inevitably 
to the establishment of an independ- 
ent national entity in Hindustan, 
which shall do for the future of Asia 
what her kings and her splendid tra 
ditions have done for the past.”

POWER SURVEYS MADE. 
Ontario Power Commission—Runs 
Lines to Western Municipalities. 


Toronto, Nov, 4.—Engineers of the 
Hydro Electric Power Commission 
have completed surveys for the main 
transmission lines from Niagara 
Falls to the municipalities in the 
Western Power Union, and are now 
engaged in a survey of several branch 


lines. The main lines are from the 
falls to Hamilton, from the latter 
place to Toronto, from Hamilton to 


Guelph, Hespeler, Galt, Berlin, Strat- 
ford St, Mary’s and London, ond from 
Hamilton to Brantford, Woodstock, In- 
gersoll and London, It will thus be 
seen the loop system is in contempla- 
tion in the event of all or most muni- 
Gipalities deciding definitely upon the 
adoption of the power scheme As 
lines will be duplicated, a breakdown 
in the service would be practically 
impossible. The total length of the 
main loop will be about four hundied 
miles. Branch lines for which surveys 
are now proceeding are from London 


to St. Thomas and from Galt t 
Brantford. They will take about 14 
days, 


WINNIPEG 10 HAVE 
NEW POWER PLANT 


Council Practically Refuses to En- 
dorse Mayor Ashdown’s 
Recommendations 


Winnipeg, November §.—The city 
council last night pronounced in favor 
of the construction of the 
Point Du Bois power plant After a 
discussion lasting over five hours the 
thirteen to five in favor 
accepting the offer of the Anglo- 
Engineering Company 
buy $5,000,000 worth of city bond at 
92, and to construct a power plant 
worth $2,500,000 with the proceeds of 
this sale The cost of the plant, as 
per tender, with the addition of the 
cost of the tramway, engineering and 
oher items will be $3,094,000 
Chief Power Engineer 
Smith, a most ardent supporter 
last night's action, claims that 
figure will cover the cost most 
pletely, while the mayor and

payment for work, placing them = on 
the market or “peddling them round

The most important recommenda 
tions made by the mayor were either 
laid over or practically defeated — by 
the acceptance of the bond offer, all 
of which means that the council has 
refused to endorse the recommenda- 
tions resulting from his worship’s

Cultivation Mitigates Frost, 

Summer frosts destroyed the crops 
in the first, second and third years of 
their settlement. There was no fourth 
year, for almost all the settlers fled 
elsewhere years later other 
settlers came in and have prospered, 
their crops remaining untouched by 
summer frosts year after year, These 
facts aptly illustrated Mr. Seton's 
statement that the opening up of di 
tricts and their continued cultivation 
removed the danger of summer frosts

The Ottawa valley was at one time 
considered unsuitable for agriculture 
because of these frosts 

Mr. Seton, in his address, which 
was reproduced more fully in yester- 
day’s Bulletin, gave a most interest- 


ing description of the Barren Land 
They had been to him, he said, the 
greatest surprise of his life—not bar- 
ren lands, but a land of promive, even 
of certainties.
